JOHN HAYS HAMMOND 
A 
VERY great man went out of the world when they found John Hays 
Hammond dead in his library chair a t his beautful home in G lou­ 
cester. Mass. 
Tile bodily life went out of the world, but the spirit of the m an. the 
memory of his enduring achievements, and the friendships he m ade—they 
will live! 
He arose from poverty to large wealth and became known around the 
world as one of the greatest mining engineers of all time, yet he never lost 
his hum an touch with men. From the hum blest to the highest in estate, 
he was known and beloved. 
Cecil Rhodes trusted him and banked his 
fortune upon his judgm ent and bought extensive lands in South Africa. 
Those gold mines today produce som ething like $75,000,000 annually. 
At one time Hammond was condemned to be hung because of his ac­ 
tivity with Rhodes, but after a brief tim e in prison was released. He had 
rare talent for getting into trouble and then getting out of It, because of 
his resourcefulness. In his student days he once knocked out a chap w ith­ 
out knowing th a t the latter was a professional pugilist. His life was a life 
of thrills th a t he thoroughly enjoyed. 
W hen Hammond reached the age of 80 he wrote his autobiography. It 
reads more interestingly th a n a book of fiction, but the John Hays H am ­ 
mond life was reality from start to finish. He never forgot his friends of 
the early days and rem ained genial and kind to all. w hether a m an of the 
mines or builder of an empire. His advice was sought far and wide and he 
was an inspiration to all who ever m et him , and to thousands who never 
did. He devoted years to the work of boys’ clubs, and they looked upon 
him as a friend and benefactor. . 
"There is no peak to a m an’s career." said Hammond. “Always when 
he thinks he has roached it, there is a new vista just over the top of the 
hill. Only when a m an ceases to be keenly interested in the new vistas 
has he become unworthy of longer living."

Fugeman, a member of the U nit­ 
ed A nthracite 
Miners union, dis­ 
appeared Wednesday morning at 9 
o’clock from the Moses Taylor hos­ 
pital, where he had been receiving 
treatm ent since he was injured in 
a mine accident eight weeks ago. 
Bewildered by the racing chain 
of evidence th at developed early to ­ 
day when the squad of police offi­ 
cers entered tile front and back 
doors of her home, Mrs. Fugeman 
told reporters of the raid of au­ 
thorities on her home.
